WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government's wage-salary freeze 


. thawed out enough today to per- 


mit "merit" and "length-of-serv- 
jce" pay increases for millions of 
workers. 


Relaxation of the rigid ceilings 


imposed Jan. 25 on all wages and 
salaries was announced last night 
by the Wage Stabilization Board 
(WSB). 


Officials emphasized, however, 


that the action was not a go-ahead 
for across-the-board wage or sal- 
ary hikes. A member of the nine- 
man board said it was designed 
entirely to permit what he called 
"normal day-to-day pay adjust- 
ments." 
'§ 
Sanctions Merit Hikes 


In 
addition 
to 
sanctioning 


"merit" and "length-of-service" in- 
creases,, the thaw also gave overall 
approval for employers to boost 
wages of workers promoted from 
one job to another. 


It also approved so-called "dif- 


ferential" or "premium" payments 
to employes who are transferred 
from one position 
to 
another 


where, for instance, night work or 
(iJ>eciaUzed tasks call for higher 
pay. 


The wage board acted after it 


became evident that the general 
wage freeze had thrown a serious 
crimp into the labor and produc- 
tion policies of many industries 
including those in vital defense 
work. 


Other Developmental 


There were also these other de- 


velopments in the field of economic 
Controls: 


L The Office of Price Stabiliza- 


tion (OPS) lifted retail coal ceil- 
ings to allow sellers to pass on to 
consumers the cost of an earlier 
price increase allowed producers. 


The increase will amount to as 


much as 25 cents a ton for soft 
coal and up to 90 cents for hard 
(anthracite) coal. 


2, The National 
Production 


jtaithority (NPA) was putting fin- 
ishing touches on a new order ex- 
pected to restrict use of aluminum 
in some 300"items including ash 
trays, ornamental dishes and tum- 
blers, novelties and. perhaps win- 
dow frames and Venetian blinds. 


Get Many Complaints 


Clark Kerr, a WSB member, 


said the board received "stacks" 
of inquiries and complaints during 
the eight days since the general 
ft'age-price freeze was first order- 
ed. 


He described the new Wage pol- 


icy as an "interim" one, hinting 
that it may be changed when the 
board devises an overall formula. 
The board has been in almost con- 
tinuous session during the past 
week in an attempt to draft a 
permanent pattern for wages and 
salaries.

Allied Troops Reported Seven Miles From Seoul 
Action Flares, 
Reds Denounce 
UN Committee 
Cabinet Officer 
Visits Front, Sees 
"Bodies All Over' 


TOKYO— (AP) — Allied forces 


today were reported less than 
seven miles from bomb-wracked, 
fire-blackened Seoul. 


Earl D. Johnson, U. S. assistant 


secretary of the army, said he vis- 
ited troops within that distance 
southwest of the former South Ko- 
rean capital. His trip indicated 
that UN elements actually were 
even closer than seven miles. 


Battles raged along the western 


sector late Saturday. 


Johnson, making a personal in- 


spection tour on the tenth day of 
the allied limited offensive, said 
he saw "Chinese bodies all over 
the place." 


Ignore Committee 


While UN units pushed north- 


ward, Red China's foreign minis- 
ter, Chou En Lai, broadcast from 
Peiping that Communist China will 
ignore the good offices committee 
of the United Nations, which de- 
clared China an aggressor in Ko- 
rea. 


Chou accused the United States 


and "its accomplices" of wanting 
war and blocking the path to a 
peaceful settlement in Korea. 


Aside from the sector visited by 


Johnson, the picture of the western 
battle line in relation to Seoul was 
not clear. 


AP Correspondent Stan Swinton 


said one UN task force stabbed 
through to Samgo, seven miles 
sSHSi' of the Han. river, and 10 
miles south of Seoul, in a shooting 
foray behind enemy lines. 


Other allied troops drove to 


within a mile and one-half south 
of Anyang—a gain of more than 
a mile—against bitter Communist 
resistance. 


Beds Counterattack 


AP Correspondent Jim Becker 


said the Reds immediately launch- 
ed counterattacks at •three points 
in this western area, but at 7:30 
p. m. Saturday UN forces were 
holding firm against an enemy 
which was "giving us the works," 
a spokesman said. 


Tokyo observers expressed be- 


lief battle developments of the 
next few days will determine 
whether UN forces can drive 
through to the 38th parallel. Re- 
action of the Chinese to the allied 
offensive is expected to indicate 
how far north the doughboys can 
figure on advancing.

The Reds were sending rein- 


forcements southward to bolster 
their sagging lines south of Seoul. 


The temperature dropped over- 


night from slushy weather to 25 
below in the area where United 
Nations troops Friday

One tank-led spear- 
head was north of Anyang, which 
is eight miles below Seoul. 


The buildup by the Chinese and 


North Korean Reds was notice- 
able during the night.

VIENNA, Austria, (AP) — Ah 


Austrian worker buried by an 
avalanche 13 days-ago was dug 
out Friday afternoon exhausted 
but alive, it was reported here 
today. 


The 27 year-old Gerhard Frei- 


segger and another worker were 
sleeping in the service station of 
a mountain rope-walk when they 
were caught by the 
avalanche 


which roared down the slopes of 
the Grossglockner near Heiligen- 
blUt on Jan. 21. 


Both men were believed killed, 


and their names were added to 
the list of 127 victims of the recent 
avalanche catastrophies in 
the 


Austrian Alps. 


Friday afternoon a rescue crew, 


working its way up to a labor 
camp on the Sturmalpe, heard 
calls from under masses of snow. 
Within a short time they were 
able to dig out Freisegger, clad 
only in his underwear, frostbitten 
and exhausted, but fully conscious. 


He said his comrade had died 


two hours after the catastrophe. 


See Change in 
Plan to Draft 
18-Year-Olds 


Gen. Eisenhower 
.Indicates Okay 
Of Revisions 


WASHINGTON. (AP)— With 


indicated approval of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, senators 
today 


considered several changes in the 
proposal to draft 18 year olds. 


Gen. Eisenhower voiced his sup- 


port yesterday for the Defense de- 
partment's Universal Military 
Service and Training (UMST) bill 
which calls for lowering the draft 
age to 18 and extending the term 
of military service from 21 to 27 
months. 


However, the five-star general 


told the senate preparedness sub- 
committee he would be willing to 
accept "some modifications." 


Some members of the committee 


promptly proposed these changes: 


1. Restricting the original 


draft of any U year olds to 
youths who were at least nine 
months past that anniversary, or 
just three months short of 19, 
the present age minimum for 
induction. 


2. Shortening the 27 months 


of required service asked for all 
draftees to 25 or 24 months. At 
present It is only. 21 months but 
the president has authority to 
extend that another year. 


3. Increasing the number of 


high-ranking students who could 
"be deferred, after four months 
basic training, to eater college 
for study as scientists, doctors, 
dentists or other professions. 


4. Continuing at least In part 


the existing system by which 
men of .18 years 6 months or less- 
can be deferred from the draft if 
they join a national guard unit. 
This operates in states where 
the governor has declared this 
necessary. 
Pentagon officials had asked in 


the UMST plan that this auto- 
matic draft deferment be ended. 
They said it would be difficult to 
build the armed forces up to the 
3,462,205 persons asked by the end 
of June if thousands of young men 
could get into .guard or reserve 
units. 


Plugs for 18 Minimum 


Eisenhower said it made little 


difference to him, as a soldier, 
whether the draft age was 18 to 
19 years, but as an educator he 
plugged for the 18 year minimum. 


He said that was the -best age 


to interrupt a young man's career 
because most were then through 
high school and about to enter in- 
dustry or colleges.

Federal court action and urging 


from the White House brought no 
indication today of an early back- 
to-work move by "sick" striking 
railroad switchmen. 


Although no break appeared in 


the crippling walkout efforts to 
reach a settlement in the lengthy 
dispute were taken by the National 
Mediation Board in Washington. 


Meanwhile, the.five-day walk- 


out had nearly paralyzed most of 
the nation's transportation and 
struck damaging blows at other 
key industries. It threatened to 
strangle many war and civilian 
operations. 


150,000 Idle 


More rail workers joined in the 


work stoppage. The number of 
workers made idle in other indus- 
tries soared past 150,000, with in- 
dications of thousands more being 
laid off if the strike continued. The 
situation in the steel industry was 
reported "growing rapidly worse." 
.The government moved for a 
speedy decision in federal court on 
a contempt action stemming from 
a smilar walkout in mid-December. 
A hearing in Chicago yesterday 
had been continued for a week but 
arrangements were made late last 
night to resume today (10 a,m. 
CST). 


U. S. Attorney Otto Kerner, Jr., 


said the government planned to 
press the contempt action "to an 
early conclusion." TWe case stalled 
yesterday„after leaders of .the 
Brotherhod of Railroad Trainmen, 
the1 union involved in both the 
walkouts, appeared before Judge 
Michael L. Igoe. 


Continue Hearings 


. The government planned to sum- 
mon yardmasters. Kerner 
said 


hearings would be continued on 
consecutive days next week, start- 
ing Monday, until the case is com- 
pleted. 


Judge Igoe ordered the BRT to 


produce the names of switchmen 
who reported "sick" in the Decem- 
ber walkout. The government is 
seeking to show that the work 
stoppage as a concerted action 
and that "sickness" was confined 
to Brotherhood members. 
Rollback Price 
Of Steel Scrap 


WASHINGTON,

today rolled back the price 


of steel and iron scrap. 


The OPS estimated the roll- 


back at '$10.00 a gross ton on 
standard grades, with larger roll- 
backs up to $60.00 on special 
grades. 


Scrap makes up about half of 


the total weight of raw materials 
going into steel. 


So far as could be learned here, 


the action is not expected to ef- 
fect any cut in the price of steel, 
but it should make it easier to 
prevent later rises in steel prices. 


Amboy Operators Strike for 
Raise from 47 to 75c an Hour 


AMBOY—Phone operators 
of 


the Farmers Telephone Co. of 
Lee county went on strike here 
this morning in a dispute stem- 
ming from demands for higher 
wages. 


A phone company spokesman, 


L. R. Jeanblanc, son of one of the 
directors, said that phone service 
was being maintained by several 
of the operators who did not join 
the walkout 


Atty. Edward Sullivan, who rep- 


resents "the majority" of the 
striking operators, told The Tele- 
graph that the walkout was over 
the operators' demands for an 
hourly increase from 47 cents to 
75 cents an hour. 


Had Presented Demands 


He said that the operators had 


presented their demands to the 
phone company directors 10 days 
ago but that yesterday the direc- 
tors had presented a plan wherein 
any adjustments of wages would 
be contingent • on the company's 
ICC application for long-distance 
toll increases. 


Jeanblanc, also an attorney, told 


The Telegraph that 
the 
phone 


company is in "bad 
financial 


shape." He said that it would be 
impossible to meet the employes' 
demands under present circum- 
stances. Moreover, he said, ope- 
rators were being paid an hourly 
scale "comparable" to many such 
small exchanges througout Illi- 
nois. He said he based that opinion 
on surveys taken by the ICC. 


Maintain Service 


Just how many operators were 


on strike could not be learned. 
Some quartefs said 
"seven or 


eight." Other office personnel did 
not join the walkout, it was re- 
vealed. Presumably they, and one 
or two non-striking operators were 
maintaining limited service. 


Atty. Jeanblanc explained that

Feb. 6. Bettner said Henry had no 
previous record, that "he was al- 
ways a good citizen," and de- 
scribed Henry's thinking as "con- 
fused" the day of the shooting. 


Henry told authorities he shot 


his son because he "never would 
be able to make much of himself."

* THE DOCTOR SAYS * 


Says Flu Most Mysterious 
Of All Epidemic Diseases 


By EDWIN P. JOBDAN, BLD. 
Of all the great epidemic dis- 


eases influenza—the dread "flu"— 
to perhaps the most mysterious. 
Today we are again faced with 
great peril from this source. Re- 
ports of influenza in continental 
Europe and the British Isles indi- 
cate that this disease is again ram- 
pant. Even before these words see 
print the "flu" may have struck 
the Western Hemisphere. And sad 
to relate, as it spreads, influenza 
tends to get worse. 


Long before good records were 


kept on the epidemic diseases, the 
flu must have taken its toll as 
judged by historical 
accounts 


which were blood curdling even if 
not scientific. Just when a world- 
wide epidemic will start, however, 
still cannot be predicted even 
though it is now known that in- 
fluenza is caused by a virus. 


But there are several varieties 


or strains of the flu virus and 
since the last world epidemic of 
the disease occurred in 1917-18 
and the virus was only identified 
in the 1930s there has been up to 
now no chance to study the two 
together. 


If and when we are really hit 


by a general epidemic what can 
we do about it? Unfortunately not 
much. Vaccination has been tried, 
but because there are several 
kinds of viruses involved, building 
up resistance to one does not mean 
that the next one which comes 


along will not knock us down. 


The time may come when vac- 


cination will bring protection, and- 
indeed some of the most intelligent 
scientists in the world are work- 
ing on this problem, but until this 
can be accomplished we are as 
helpless to resist the disease as 
our ancestors were. 


Influenza strikes the healthy 


and strong as easily as the weak 
or inform. Indeed the man who 
"has never been sick a day in his 
life" and then gets the flu is per- 
haps running the greatest risk ot 
all because he is not used to giving 
in to illness. 


GO TO BED 


If what is coming is really one 


of the great influenza epidemics 
and behaves at all like those of 
the past, it will strike suddenly, 
causing fever and severe prostra- 
tion. The best thing to do is to go 
to bed at once, drink plenty of 
fluids and call the doctor. There 
is grave danger of pneumonia, and 
the heart may be weakened. 


It is most important to stay in 


bed until the fever has gone and 
for some time afterwards. Getting 
out of bed too early may lead to 
complications or even death.

Side With Best Score Wins

Many readers have asked how 


to pick the winner when the low- 
score side melds out first. Here's 


typical question. 
Q—Each side went into the final 


hand with a score of nearly 5000 
points. We wound up with a score 
of 5900 points, and our opponents 
finished with 5300 points. How- 
ever, they melded out on the final 
Hand. Who wins the game? 


A—The higher score 
(0900 


points, in tab ease) always wins. 
It doesn't matter which aide melds 
out. 
• * • 


Q—The huge discard pile was 


frozen. My right hand opponent 
had melded. I could have put down 
the 120 points we needed but my 
hand (which held three pairs) 
would have been depleted. My 
partner could not meld. Eventually 
our opponents went out without 
taking the discard pile. Should I 
have melded when I had the 
chance? 


A—The answer depends some- 


what on the exact discards aad 
melds. Sometimes you can tell 
that yonr partner is unable to 
make the count; and sometimes 
yon can feel sure that yon have 
enough safe cards to stay out of 
trouble even though your hand Is 
depleted. la general, however, 
yonr play was correct; It Is better 
to let the opponents go out with a 
small victory than to give up the 
discard pile and thus give them a 
chance to take a huge pile for a 
major victory. 


For example, as things tamed 


out, the opponent* probably won 
about 7*9 or 990 potato; and yonr 
side was probably minus about 100 
points. la all, the enemy gamed 
about 1000 point*.

melded, yen might have 
utlaas only about 100 points In- 
stead of SOO points. But the oppo- 
nents might have scored MOO la- 
stoat af ealy 800 potato. 


Q—Are you allowed to meld

creased. All you can be sure of at 
this time is that the tax is going 
up. 


President Truman's message to 


congress yesterday, asking for a 
boost of $4,000,000,000 in personal 
income taxes was just the opening 
gun- 


Before the increases become a 


fact, there's a lot of work to do 
and it starts Monday. 


That's when Secretary of the 


Treasury Snyder goes before the 
house ways and means committee 
to back up the president and ex- 
plain how the tax should be raised. 


Writes the Bill 


That's the committee—it has a 


staff of experts working for it— 
which writes the tax bill for the 
house. Generally, the full house 
approves the bill put together by 
its members on the committee. 


But such a bill isn't whipped to- 


gether in a minute and the hear- 
ings aren't over in a day. They 
may go on for weeks and weeks, 
with a lot more people besides 
Snyder giving his views to the 
committee. 


And the committee will have 


more than personal income taxes 
to worry about, since Truman also 
asked for $3,000,000,000 in corpo- 
ration taxes, and an equal increase 
in excise taxes. 


Will Take Time 


There are government excise 


taxes now on things like furs, 
jewelry, cosmetics. So the com- 
mittee will feel its way along 
gingerly 
before it slaps excise 


taxes on new items, perhaps auto- 
mobiles. 


All in all, this is going to take 


time, probably months. And pretty 
much the same thing will have to 
be done by a committee over on 
the senate side of the capitoL 
. But when it's all through, and 
congress approves the increases 
the boss will take a deeper bite out 
of your salary in the size of the 
tax he withholds for the govern- 
ment. 


There's Always Protests 


While all this is going on there'll 


be protests among a lot of con- 
gressmen about stepping carefully 
on tax increases until the cost of 
running the government at home 
has been cut down, 


This is the cry every year, any- 


way: Let's cut the cost of govern- 
ment spending. And the air is 
filled 
with 
extremely 
positive 


statements by senators and con- 
gressmen 
on how 
government 


spending can be cut. 


Somehow, though, it 
always 


seems that when, congress is 
through its work for the year 
government expenses haven't been 
cut much, if at all.

had "another record year" in 1950, 
Editor and Publisher reported. 


The report was based on find- 


ings in a national and Canadian 
survey and was printed in the 31st 
edition of the Editor and Publisher 
international year book.
